This is in response to the above-referenced FOIA request which we received on February 21, 
2019. You requested the following records: 

Any emails or contracts discussing the use and/or licensing of the music from the Nintendo video 
game "Yoshi's Island" for the EPA online flash game found here:

“yoshidsunderground.mp3” 

EPA has concluded its search for records responsive to your request and is providing the 
requested records, which have been uploaded to EPA’s FOIAonline system found at:

To access the records, reference your FOIA request as EPA-R9-2019-003646. 

EPA is producing 23 records and is withholding portions of the responsive records you requested 
because they are exempt from mandatory disclosure by virtue of 5 U.S.C. §552(b). There are 
five records that are subject to Exception 5, Attorney-Client Privilege and Deliberative Process, 
and 8 records subject to Exception 6, Protection of Personal Privacy Information. For those 
records that have been partially redacted, EPA has identified the basis for the redaction directly 
on the released record. 

This letter concludes our response to your request. You may appeal this response by email at 
hq.foia@epa.gov, or by mail to the EPA’s National FOIA Office, U.S. EPA, 1200 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, N.W. (2310A), Washington, DC 20460 or through FOIAonline if you are an account 
holder. If you are submitting your appeal by hand delivery, courier service, or overnight 
delivery, you must address your correspondence to 1200 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., Room 
5315, Washington, DC 20460. Your appeal must be in writing, and it must be received no later 
than 90 calendar days from the date of this letter. The Agency will not consider appeals received 
after the 90-calendar-day limit. Appeals received after 5:00 p.m. EST will be considered received 





the next business day. The appeal letter must identify the determination being appealed including 
the assigned FOIA request number. For quickest possible handling, the subject line of your 
email, the appeal letter, and its envelope, if applicable, should be marked "Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal."
